THANK YOU—GOOD LUCK! 

The report of the magazine clearing house exchange 
submitted by Father Sylvester Brielmaier brings to 
a close an important chapter in the history of the 
C. L. A. The director of the exchange has concluded 
a series of unselfish enterprises from which several 
score librarians have signally benefited. The loss of 
Father Sylvester’s services in this capacity will be 
keenly felt for he has spoiled us with his perennial 
kindness. For the past few years he has voluntarily 
given himself to a task which has demanded many 
hours of his spare time. 

Yet he lightly passes off the tremendous effort 
which he has put forth to help Catholic librarians 
fill the gaps in their magazine files. “The work of 
conducting the exchange is,’ he writes, “not so 
tedious as one might imagine. In fact it was not 
unlike a game of solitaire, though at times as intri- 
cate as a Chinese puzzle. The only unpleasant fea- 
ture of the game is that it is terribly time-consum- 
ing. However, this element is amply counterbalanced 
by the gratification of being able to fill so many 
gaps in the magazine files of members of the C. L. A. 
The results of this exchange and the interest shown 
by participants may induce some librarian to con- 
tinue the work in the future and eventually develop 
it into the ideal of a permanent service in the Asso- 
ciation. Quod faxit Deus.” 

The officers and members of the C. L. A. are pro- 
foundly grateful to Father Sylvester for his loyal 
devotion to an undertaking which to him “was not 


unlike a game of solitaire.” At least he has the satis. 
faction of knowing that he won—and the “payoff” 
is in the coin of sincere appreciation.

ANNUAL CONVENTION OF C.L.A. EXPECTED 
TO DRAW LARGE ATTENDANCE 

For the first time the annual convention of the 
Catholic Library Association will be held in the East. 
Cincinnati and Chicago were the scenes of the previ- 
ous general meetings. Members of the Association 
and others interested in Catholic library progress will 
gather at the National Catholic School of Social Ser- 
vice, 2400 Nineteenth Street, N.W., Washington, 
D. C., for a three-day session, June 26-28. 

Although there were several details of the program 
to be decided upon as the WORLD went to press, the 
speakers and subjects will bring a wealth of profit to 
the large gathering which is confidently anticipated. 
The formal program will be unified under “The 
Librarian and Scholarship,” “The C.L.A.,” “The 
Librarian at Work.” 

The afternoon of June 27 will be given over exclu- 
sively°to round table discussions. Important phases 
of Catholic library development will be studiously 
considered by each group. For instance, the college 
section is to concern itself with deliberations on the 
C.P.1. Under the chairmanship of Mr. Willging, of 
St. Thomas College, this group will give careful 
thought to the Jmdex and draft recommendations to 
be presented to the general body for action. Father 
Foik, Father Farrell, Miss Barrows and Miss Jarboe 
will play prominent parts in the discussion of “Index- 
ing of Catholic Periodicals, Past, Present and Future.’ 
The High School and Elementary groups will tum 
their attention to the many problems which daily con- 
front them. Round table discussions have assumed 
a very important feature of C.L.A. gatherings. They 
are always well attended because of the practical sug- 
gestions which develop. 

The business meeting and induction of the newly 
elected officers will constitute the morning session 
of June 28. Following the close of the business se 
sion the members will make a tour of the Congres 
sional Library.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE COLLEGE ROUND 
TABLE AT ROSEMONT 


The meeting opened at 2:00 P.M. in the reading 
room on the first floor of the Gertrude Kistler Library. 
The topics and speakers follow: 1. Cooperation 
among libraries in the same city or locality. Mr. 
Willging explained the cooperative movement among 
Scranton librarians where various libraries checked 
the Wilson indexes in short stories, essays, plays, and 
poems and Mudge’s Guide to Reference Books as a 
basis for a survey of holdings to facilitate inter- 
library loans and cooperative purchasing. Details 
of the plan had appeared in the February, 1935, 
CarHotrc Lrprary Wortp under the title “Steps 
Toward Cooperation.” Miss McIntyre of St. Eliza- 
beth’s College, Convent Station (New Jersey) re- 
ported that she cooperates with the state and county 
librarian. Father Dunn and Mr. Gillard of St. John’s 
University plan a joint purchasing agreement on 
seventeenth century periodicals with the Pratt 
Library. Miss Reichenberger of Nazareth College 
(Rochester, N. Y.) stated that Rochester had made 
a union list of serials several years ago. 

2. Methods of handling fines. St. John’s Uni- 
versity charges 5c a day for general circulating books 
and 10c an hour on reserved shelf books. If a fine is 
not paid the student is called from class; later a list 
of delinquents is sent to the dean. Miss McIntyre 
said that at St. Elizabeth’s, students are given one 
black mark for each failure to return a book or pay 
a fine; three black marks bar a student from use of 
the library. Sister Hieronyme of Mt. Mercy (Pitts- 
burgh) said their students are disbarred from class 
after a second notice is sent on overdue books. Miss 
Reichenberger of Nazareth College reported a 50 per 
cent bargain reduction on uncollected fines for a cer- 
tain period. 

All seemed to agree that it is necessary to work 
with the dean and registrar’s office. One library re- 
ported that a note is added to a students’ transcript 


and marks and credits are not transferred until the 
library account is settled. 

3. Reresve Shelf. Mother M. Gertrude of New 
Rochelle College (New York) sends a mimeographed 
form sheet to all faculty members on May Ist to be 
filled in and returned by commencement, listing all 
reserve books for the coming fall semester. This 
gives time to order and prepare new or additional 
copies during the summer. Other points discussed 
were the desirability of educating the faculty on the 
use of reserves, the long and short-time reserve, re- 
serving “reserve” books for particular hours of the 
day and particular days of the week. 

4. Pamphlets and Ephemeral material. Mr. 
Willging described the system in use at St. Thomas 
College where material on current and much-dis- 
cussed topics is kept in a vertical file, arranged alpha- 
betically, while larger and less-used pamphlets are 
placed in pamphlet boxes in the stacks. These latter 
pamphlets are as completely cataloged and classified 
as books. Above the call no. the abbreviation Pam. 
is stamped as the pamphlets go in boxes at the end 
of each Dewey division, e.g., a box containing all 
Economics pamphlets is labeled 330-339 and placed 
after all the 339’s and just in front of the first book 
with the no. 340. 

The abbreviation Pam. is necessary as_ the 
pamphlets are not arranged exactly by their call 
numbers. All pamphlets and newspaper clippings cir- 
culate for three days. Mr. Willging stated that de- 
mand for this type of material, because it is current 
and concise, is increasing daily. 

Mr. Gillard suggested pasting or writing the name 
of the author and title of each pamphlet on the out- 
side of the pamphlet boxes to indicate contents. 

5. Student help. Mother M. Gertrude: Applica- 
tion blanks for library positions are filled out in the 
freshman year and assistants chosen at the end of the 
year by the librarian. Assistants receive 25c an hour. 
The December 1, 1934 issue of Library Journal was 
cited as carrying a valuable article on this topic by 
Mildred Camp. 

6. L.C. Cards. Many librarians stated that it is 
impossible to get L. C. cards for new books of Catho- 
lic publishers quickly, if at all. The consensus of 
opinion was that the fault lies with Catholic publishers 
who fail to send the two copies required by copyright 
law to the Library of Congress, thus delaying the 
preparation of the cards. (N. B. Shortly after this 
round-table meeting, Father Etzig appointed an ad- 
visory committee on Catholic Book and Periodical 
Publishing, consisting of Brother Thomas, F.S.C., 
Bishop Loughlin Memorial High School, Brooklyn, 
chairman; William Gillard, St. John’s University and 
Eugene Willging, St. Thomas College. This commit- 
tee will place the problem on its agenda and prepare 
a report for the Washington convention in June.) 
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7. Departmental libraries. Sister Norberta; Mary- 
wood College has departmental libraries in Science, 
Music and Home Economics. The books are cata- 
loged by and available from the main library. The 
book cards for departmental books are retained in 
the main circulation file. Three objections to de- 
partmental libraries are: (1) duplication of books in 
two or more collections; (2) departmental libraries 
are not kept open the same hours as the main library ; 
(3) books are often purchased from departmental 
funds, outside the librarians’ power. General opin- 
ion favored abolition of departmental collections in 
small colleges. 


8. Circulation of periodicals. St. John’s Uni- 
versity circulates issues of popular periodicals previous 
to the current one. Other librarians favored non- 


circulation. 


9. Mutilation of books. Impossible to prevent. 
Typed and photostatic copies of missing pages can 
be inserted as replacements. 


10. Circulation. St. John’s University staff refuses 
to look for a book unless a complete call slip is filled 
out. One college reported a limit of one novel at a 
time. 


11. Faculty loans. Rev. Flavian Yelinko, St. Vin- 
cent’s College (Latrobe, Pa.), said that an annual 
inventory of individual holdings is taken by many 
Religious Orders once a year and such an inventory 
could include library books. The superior, if prop- 
erly approached and interested, might order the re- 
turn of “superfluous and overdue” books. Sister 
Norberta: Send a list to each faculty member at the 
close of semesters and ask for return of those not 


in use. 


12. Catholic book selection aids. Mr. Gillard: A 
distinction between taste and morals must be made. 
The selections listed in the Book Survey may be 
morally correct and yet each book may not suit the 
taste or purpose of a college group or library. 


13. Library committees. Mother M. Gertrude: At 
New Rochelle a library committee, formed of depart- 
mental representatives, meets four times a year to 
draw up budgets, ask for reserve lists, and pass ap- 
proval on book orders. This committee determines all 
library policy. The librarian is present but not as 
chairman. Another college reported a dean by whom 
all books were approved and ordered. General opin- 
ion: The librarian should be entrusted with matters 
of administration, as book ordering, etc., but a com- 
mittee is desirable to aid in an advisory capacity and 
to act as a buffer.

There was such a demand for the vacation reading 
lists compiled under the auspices of the C. L. A. that 
the first printing of 20,000 copies was soon exhausted. 
A second edition of 10,000 is being disseminated 
throughout the country in an effort to satisfy the popv- 
lar favor with which the list has been received. 
Various Catholic reading groups are busy at work in 
distributing copies among the thousands of young 
people who are eager to take advantage of such fine 
guidance. For instance, the Press Club and _ the 
Sodality of Our Lady at Fontbonne College, St. Louis, 
have undertaken to supply copies to selected schools 
and colleges in the United States. 

Brother Joseph G. O’Brien, S.M., Sister Anne 
Catherine, C.S.J., and Miss Josephine Gratiaa, who 
comprise the Committee of Guidance in Reading, are 
not by any means resting on their laurels. Just be 
fore going to press the editor received several copies 
of another list, Vacation Reading For Parish Sodalists. 
Undoubtedly this list also will inspire the thousands 
of Catholic readers who long for such guidance. Both 
lists constitute a constructive piece of Catholic Action.

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Digest of High School Round Table 
Held at Rosemont 


1. Local Conferences: 


Dr. William FitzGerald of Brooklyn Preparatory 
explained the organization and purpose of local meet- 
ings which were begun at Brooklyn Preparatory in 
May of last year and continued at different intervals 
at Bishop Loughlin High School, St. John’s Prep and 
St. Angela Hall. He showed that informality is the 
essence of each local meeting so that. all members 
may get together and discuss their mutual problems. 
Each time a meeting takes place it is held in a dif- 
ferent school library with the librarian of that school 
as sponsor and leader of the discussion. Eventually 
all schools will be visited, all librarians meet with 
benefit to all. 


2. Bookbinding Made Attractive: 
Mrs. K. Barry explained the various appealing 
covers used in the rebinding of books and exhibited 
many of them. She emphasized the advantage of pur- 
chasing popular reprints and having them rebound, 
before use, in waterproof library buckram or in new 
attractively designed covers. 
3. Interloan Periodical System of the Brooklyn 
Catholic High School Libraries: 

Brother Thomas stressed the importance of keep- 
ing on file certain magazines and guarding and keep- 
ing safe all valuable periodical material. He explained 
his Brooklyn survey and check-list, showing which 
magazines were used in Brooklyn Catholic schools, 
which were most useful, which were most popular. 
This information after tabulation was sent out to all 
librarians. Thus, many schools revised their list of 
periodicals by learning of the use or popularity of 
new ones. He explained his plans by which periodi- 
cals indexed in the C. P. J. are located in various 
Brooklyn Catholic libraries. His next plan is the 
compilation of a union list to know where each volume 
is in each library, so that there will be a set available 
for boys in boys’ high schools, and a set for girls in 
girls’ high schools, besides the files in the colleges. 

4. Catholic Action in the High School Library: 

Sister Mary Louise stressed the need of Catholic 
Action in Catholic High School libraries, to develop 
Catholic taste in reading, a Catholic flavor. She out- 
lined the plan of the “Catholic Action Literary 
League” of her school which was organized for seniors 
to train them in personal holiness by Catholic reading 
ten minutes a day and to lead others, especially in 
parishes, to Catholic leadership through Catholic read- 
ing. Each month ten members each read a different 
book, give an oral review, and write up on a 3 x 5 card 
the title, author, reviewer’s name, synopsis or a brief 
excerpt of importance. The story of an attempt to 
develop interest in Book Week was related by illus- 
trations and pictures of Catholic authors without their 
names, but marked “Who Is This?” 


5. Topics Suggested by Members in Attendance: 

Many joined in the discussions about the best 
source for a Catholic reading list, technicalities of 
cataloging books by Religious, methods of circula- 
tion of periodicals and books, fines, requirements for 
librarianship in Catholic schools, etc.

However, the chairman of the meeting, 
Mrs. Nathaniel Cartmell, Supt. of Work with Chil- 
dren, at the Queensborough Public Library, brought 
to the discussions her years of valuable experience in 
elementary library work. Miss Vaughan, of the same 
library, also gave many practical suggestions to the 
interested Sisters in attendance.

THOMAS a KEMPIS ON SPIRITUAL BOOKS 


Rev. F. S. Bertren, S.J. 


“The books are weapons of the clergy, ornaments 
of the Church, riches and treasures of the teachers, 
the trumpets of the priests, the consolation of the 
religious, the banquets of the pious, the testaments 
of the Saints, lights of the faithful, nurseries of virtue, 
harps of the Holy Ghost. Blessed therefore is the 
hand of the writer and blessed his fingers engaged in 
such an occupation (namely, the production of 
books).” (Sermo 24.) 

After the great encomium on the religious book we 
are inclined to presume that the last sentence refers 
to the authors of books, and indeed it may in full 
truth be applied to them. But it was not so much the 
authors whom Thomas a Kempis had in view in the 
first place. He lived his useful life (1380-1471) 
chiefly before the invention of the art of printing. 
He was a member of the Society of the Brethren of 
Common Life, who among other great and admirable 
purposes also aimed at the spreading of good books. 
Good spiritual books existed, but the supply of them 
was not ample enough. So the Brethren of Common 
Life made it their special business to multiply them, 
and for this there was at that time only one means, 
hand-copying. It is a fact that the Brethren have 
copied many a precious volume for the benefit of their 
fellow-Christians. 

These facts throw a different light upon that last 
sentence. We see that it refers to the material pro-

duction of the books. Blessed are the hands and the 
fingers engaged in so excellent an occupation. The 
task of the hand-copyists has now passed to the 
printers, who will participate in the blessings pro- 
nounced by Thomas a Kempis according to the 
intentions which animate them. But the librarians, 
too, may rightfully claim their share in those bless- 
ings. For theirs is the duty to keep the good books 
in readiness for the prospective reader, so that they 
can be found with ease and perused with advantage. 


FORTY-FOUR LIBRARIANS EXCHANGED 
24,721 PERIODICALS 


Another magazine clearing house exchange was 
brought to a successful conclusion on April 30th. Un- 
der the direction of Rev. Sylvester Brielmaier, 24,721 
copies of periodicals, valued according to subscription 
price at $4,880.90, were exchanged among 44 librari- 
ans participating. A complete report of all the ex- 
changes was sent to the president of the C. L. A. 
and the editor of the Wortp. This report consists 
of a neatly bound volume of more than 400 type- 
written pages. Within its covers will be found a list 
of all librarians who took part in the exchange, a full 
analysis of the work accomplished, and a detailed 
account of what each librarian received and gave out 
in exchange. This report in itself is a monumental 
piece of work, to say nothing of the hours of tedious 
effort expended in actually comparing and balancing 


the exchange lists.

Plan to attend the C.L.A. Convention at 
Washington

Mr. Editor: 
In scanning over the C.L.W. for the months Febru- 


ary-May, I notice that much attention is given to the 


- making of lists. As far as I can judge, these lists are 


purely regional or local in character. No doubt these 
are.of incalulable value to the clientele of these areas. 
At present, I am concerned about the National BiMi- 
ographical Tools that could well be under the auspices 
of the Catholic Library Association. I have in mind 
two very important lists, namely: lists which would 
serve as Book Selection or Buying Tools for Catholic 
Libraries in apy section of the country. In 1926 (I 
think) a list for Catholic High Schools was compiled. 
This, as you know, is out-of-date and besides it was 
never representative. To date Catholic Institutions 
have had to use the Standard Catalog for Public High 


‘School and the Standard Catalog for Public Libraries, 


The A.L.A. Catalog, Shaw List for College Libraries 
ard other Wilson or A.L.A. publications for Buying 
Lists. Shall we continue using these? Is not the 
time ripe for the compilation of a Standard Catalog 
for Catholic High Schools and Colleges? 

The undertaking of such a task is not the work of 
one region or unit. It should be a cooperative enter- 
prise representing each region of the Association. I 
have been thinking about this matter for months. 
My suggestions for work on these lists are as follows: 

a. Organize a committee consisting of two mem- 
bers from each Regional Group under the direc- 
tion of a Chairman as Editor. 

b. In each region select the most representative 
High Schools—representative from the stand- 
point of faculty, library collection and scholastic 
standing. 

c. Draw up a check-list or questionnaire to be sent 
to each of the schools to be checked or filled 
in by the members of the faculty in each de- 
partment. 

d. Have the committee members in each region 
shoulder the responsibility of combing the data 
sent in by the schools in their region and of 
assembling the data into a composite list of 
highly recommended titles. 

e. Take the composite lists of each region, pool 
the findings and under the direction of the 
Chairman prepare the final list. 

f. Present this final list to the Schools for a point 
rating, i. e. draw up a scale of ‘three or more 
points on which the faculty could rate the titles, 
e. g., highly Catholic, moderately Catholic, 
neutral, etc. This is merely an example. De- 
tails can be worked out by the committee. 

The same procedure could be applied to a College 
List. The result might well be a representative list 
of Books which would serve as a Book Selection or 
Buying List for Catholic Institutions. Such a tool 


would serve the further use of suggesting titles for 
Reading Lists. 

This plan is proposed mainly for the purpose of 
inviting comments and criticisms which may result 
in a concentrated effort on the part of the C.L.A, 
members to prepare these two basic tools. I feel that 
this is the kind of work that the Association should 
first concern itself with. It is a matter that could be 


discussed at the National Convention.
